According to advices received at police
headquarters a man has been arrested
at Beckley Raleigh County W Va
whom the authorltiqe there believe is
James Arthur Kemp missing chief and
property clerk of the police department
who disappeared from this city several
months ago leaving his accounts short
by several thousands of dollars

Last evening a longdistance telephone
message was received by the police officials
from States Attorney A A Lilly of West
Virginia tolling of the arrest The sus-
pect wa placed in custody at Beckley
yesterday afternoon by Constable Smith
acting on directions from Attorney Lilly
who was in that town on the occasion-
of the fall session of the county courts

lie RexcmblcM Kemp
Attorney Lilly says the man under ar-

rest there closely resembles the pho-

tograph of Kemp which was sent broad
cast throughout the country on the many
thousand circulars offering a reward for
his apprehension According to the re
ports received last night the man under
arrest in the West Virginia town had
been engaged as a bookkeeper in one of
the larger business houses there and is
known to be an expert stenographer-

A short time after Attorney Lilly rec-

ognized the man and had noticed the
great similarity to the picture of Kemp
which he had at hand the suspect sud-
denly got together his belongings and left
the place apparently aware be was being
watched Constable Smith was directed
to follow him and after a ride of twenty
live miles located him in a small village
He was promptly placed under arrest
and under the escort of the constable was
taken back to Beckley The fact that the
man is known to be a bookkeeper and
stenographer and because of the sudden
flight from the town leads the local

to believe they have perhaps suc-
ceeded in locating the missing chief clerk

That the fanaticism displayed by the
women and children in the recent Dela
ware flght for prohibition Is enough to
keep alt thinking men from giving the
feminine half of the world equal suf-
frage is the belief of Miss Phoebe Couz
sits who took an IntWostin the election
and who was in Wilmington during the
campaign

Practically the entire population oC the
State said Miss Couzens last night upon
her return from Wilmington will not
have prohibition Two counties Kent and
Sussex voted do but these comprise
but something more than onefifth of the
entire population of the commonwealth-

I am firmly convinced that had the
oloctkm In Wilmington gone for the drys
there would have been a bloody riot
Never was a more conitecatory measure
proposed than the one on which the vote
was taken It provided that immediately
upon the announcement of the election
should It go against the saloons they
should bo closed up without even an
hours notice

Led by Churchmen
The light was led by the churchmen

and the ministers and I contend as I
long have that they have no business
trying to mix the affairs of the State
with those of the church The election
was a good example of fact that
there is no chance in legislating the pas-

sions from the human breast-
I never saw a hotter fight All day

Sunday the people surged up and down
the streets because there were no thea-

ters or other places for them to attend
On Monday night the preachers called
the women and children out nnd when
they should have all been in bed they
spent half the night praying and sing-

ing On election morning they went up

and down the streets with transparencies
bearing all kinds of alliterative legends

and the American nag as though that
omblem did not belong as much to the
men they were trying to legislate out of
business-

To members of the diplomatic corps the
most interesting feature of these appoint-
ments hf that they are all protnottom
thus Indicating an intention on the part
of the government to continue the policy

Dr Hill was minister to Switzerland
btfore being appointed minister to The
Netherlands and Mr Beaupre served suc-
cessively as secretary of legation at
Guatemala secretary of legation at

his first diplomatic experience as private
secretory to the li te John Hay when Mr
Hay was ambassador to the Court of St
James Subsequently he was a clerk in
the third secretary of

was married in July to Albert J B sv

Dr Hill was born at Plainfield N
nrtydeven years ago He was gradu-
ated from Bucknell University In 1S74

and afterward studied at the universi-
ties of Berlin and Paris From 1S79 to
1SSS he was president of Bucknell Uni-
versity and from 1SSS to 1S96 was presi-
dent of the University of Rochester For
nearly three years prior to his appoint
ment as Assistant Secretary of State ne
was in Europe studying public law and
diplomacy His tendencies were all in
the direction or a more Intimate asso-
ciation with diplomatic practice than was
afforded by his service as Assistant Sec-
retary of State and in 1903 he resigned
that office to accept the mission to Swit
zerland where he served until June
when he was transferred to the Nether
lands as Minister

Sunday at the convention hall In the ex I

position grounds The entire council
President Gompers Secretary Morrison
and all the other officers of the Federa-
tion will leave this city tonight on the
boat for Norfolk

They will be accompanied by a large
number of delegates to the convention a
great many of whom are already In this
city Many others will arrive here early
tills morning and a second delegation
will leave on the Sunday night boat to
be in time for the convention opening on
Monday morning

Many matters of vast Importance not
only to those In the labor movement but
to the country at largo will be brought
up for consideration and disposition at
the coming convention and according to
the testimony of membors of the execu-
tive council It will be the most moment-
ous session held for the past seven years

It Is definitely known that President
Gompers is prepared to spring one of the
biggest sensations in years during the
opening days of the convention and it
ie for this and other reasons that the
special meetings of the executive council
will be held Absolute secrecy has been
maintained regarding the subject of the
promised sensation but is is believed to

demonstration will be the most unique
ever made by organized labor

None of these however will over-
shadow the big part organized labor
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through the American Federation of La
bor plans to take In National polities
and labor legislation In Congress It is
probable that the convention will out-
line the policy to be followed in the
coming Presidential and Congressional
elections The Congressmen against
whom the fight will be made will proba-
bly be named as well as labors candi
date In their districts Several represent-
atives union members were elected by
organized labor a year ago and these
wilt head the legislative fight and it
is planned to augment this strength

The most important issue of all Is
however whether or not organized labor
will favor or disfavor President Roose-
velt and his policies Although from the
local standpoint it looks as though his
candidate will be looked on with disfavor
the opposite view is taken by the dele-
gates from many other sections The
light will center around Secretary Tatt
